four Gospels testify —th e grave 
w'as em pty . Wh en th e women re­ 
ported th is to th e disciples th ey 
did not believe it, and felt th at 
th e women were h y sterical with 
frigh t.

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British, American Schools Compared In PTA Talk Here

Dodd, a student in Ohio State 


university, traced the history 
of British schools 
from 
their 


founding by church authorities 
up to the present time. 


The schools were founded by 
the church to take care of 
the 
poor and needy, he said. 
Then the nobility 
looked 
the 
situation over and decided it 
looked like a 
good deal. 
They 
started sending their own sons. 
Then boarding schools sprang 
into existence. These 
were 
for 
the nobility. 
Whether they came into ex­ 
istence because of the 
distance 
from home to school or merely 
because of the satisfying 
peace 
that settled over the noble house­ 
holds after the kids were gone is 
not clearly understood.

AT ANY RATE, the boarding 
schools became the great British 
public school system, a 
system j 
that actually was neither public 
nor free. 
It was not until 1870 that parli­ 
ament made elementary schools 
free for children five to 14 vears 
old. 
And in 1902 another parliamen-1 
tary grant made it possible for 
childen to enter free grammar 
schools at 11 years of age, pro­ 
viding they could first pass 
an 
examination. 
Another act in 1945 opened the 
doors of three types of schools, 
academic, technical and modern. 
Children can enter 
the 
schools 
when they become 11 years old. 


Rut first they must take an 


examination to d e t e r m i n e 
which school they are best fit- 
.ted for. They leave 
academic 


they 
become 
16 
years 
old, 


modern schools at age 15. 


Dodd said that young children 
from three to five years old may 
be sent to nursery schools, 
but 
this is not compulsory. 
They are required to start 
in 
prim ary schools at five years of 
age. passing into junior schools 
at eight. 
He said that religion is taught 
in 
all 
schools, 
the 
religious 
course taught being one agreed 
upon by all religious denomina­ 
tions. 
Basic pay for teachers is $900 
a year, with increases based on 
experience and training. 


Dodd, in answer to a ques­ 
tion from the audience, report­ 
ed that his first impression of 
America was one of wonder at 
the size of the autos he saw. 
He said he 
was 
also 
some­ 
what amazed at the number of 
snack bars and cafeterias he 
found in America. 
There are not nearly so many 
in England, he declared, nor do 
they stay open so late. 
Everything closes in 
England 
at 10 p. m. except movies, which 
are permitted to remain open un­ 
til 10:45 p. m.

Minimum Wajie 
Im •rcases OKd 
B y Ohio Official 


C O LU M BU S, Nov. 11 — State 
Industrial Relations Director A. 
A. Woldman today approved sub­ 
stantial minimum wage increas­ 
es for more than 115.000 women 
and minors in the Ohio hotel and 
restaurant industries, effective 
Dec. 9. 
Woldman accepted the recom­ 
mendations of a nine-member 
minimum wage board 
with one 
exception. He deleted a provision 
for payment of a 10-cent hourly 
wage differential 
for employes 
who are not supplied their meals 
free. 
The new order, the first since 
the minimum wages were set up 
in 1936, increases the lowest per­ 
missive pay scales from 13 to 40 
cents per hour for service work­ 
ers and from 21 to 55 cents for 
those who do hot receive tips.

Before that, they had tried t* 
destroy the abbey in spirit by 
rem oving the monks one by one 
on one pretext or another. 
There were 34 monks at Saint 
Benedicts rn 1945. Four are all 
that rem ain. 
The monks said that each time 
a monk w as nam ed 
abbot 
he 
w as rem oved and no one ever 
knew w hat happened to most of 
them. The last abbot died 
last 
Spring in W onsan prison but the 
fate of m ost of the others is not 
known. 
The monks rem aining said the 
Reds did not prohibit religious 
services when they took over but 
they did m any things to discour­ 
age them. 
So effective was this program 
of discouragem ent that m any of 
the Catholics who attended F a ­ 
ther W’u r m ’s m ass had not dared 
attend any m ass in the last five 
years. 
F a th e r W u rm ’s 
congregation 
at this first m ass rn Wonsan was 
a ragged looking group. Korean 
m others with babies strapped to 
their backs knelt beside barefoot 
urchins and dignified looking old 
men with chin-beards and t h e 
traditional white Korean trous­ 
ers. 
F a th er W urm said he will con­ 
tinue to hold m ass at the mon­ 
astery house for Korean C ath­ 
olics as long as he is in the area 
and hopes by the tim e he leaves 
that a Korean priest will be able 
to take over to fill the people’s .

up to the present time. 
The schools were founded by 
the church to take care of 
the 
poor and needy, he said. 
Then the nobility 
looked 
the 
situation over 
and 
decided 
it 
looked like a 
good deal. 
They 
started sending their own sons. 
Then boarding schools sprang 
into existence. These 
were 
for 
the nobility. 
Whether they came into ex­ 
istence because of the 
distance 
from home to school or merely 
because of the satisfying 
peace 
that settled over the noble house­ 
holds after the kids were gone is 
not clearly understood.

AT ANV R A T E , the boarding 
schools became the great British 
public school system, a 
system 
that actually was neither public 
nor free. 
It was not until 1870 that parli­ 
ament made elementary schools 
free for children five to 14 veers 
old. 
And in 1902 another parliamen- i 
tarv grant made it possible for 
childen to enter free grammar 
schools at ll years of age, pro­ 
viding they could first pass 
an 
examination. 
Another act in 1945 opened the 
doors of three types of schools, 
academic, technical and modern. 
Children can enter 
the 
schools 
when they become ll years old. 
Rut first they must take an 
examination to d e t e r m i n e 
which school they are best fit­ 
ted for. They leave 
academic 
they 
become 
16 
years 
old, 
modern schools at age 15. 
Dodd said that young children 
from three to five years old may 
be sent to nursery schools, 
but 
this is not compulsory. 
They are required to start 
in 
prim ary schools at five years of 
age, passing into junior schools 
at eight. 
He said that religion is taught 
in 
all 
schools, 
the 
religious 
course taught being one agreed 
upon by all religious denomina­ 
tions. 
Basic pay for teachers is $900 
a year, with increases based on 
experience and training. 
Dodd, in answer to a ques­ 
tion from the audience, report­ 
ed that his first impression of 
America was one of wonder at 
the sire of the autos he saw. 
He said he 
was 
also 
some­ 
what amazed at the number of 
snack bars and cafeterias he 
found in America. 
There are not nearly so many 
in England, he declared, nor do 
they stay open so late. 
Everything closes in 
England 
at IO p. rn. except movies, which 
are permitted to remain open un­ 
til 10:45 p. rn.
